Oleomargarine is manufactnroil from 
beef Tutor tai tow by taking advantage of 
the dissimilar molting joints of Ute oleine 
and steanne of wldcli the fat is compo&oil. 
The suet or fat from the beeves, after 
having lieeu carefully washed and cut 
into small pieces by machines, is put into 
small kettles, set iu w ater baths to ensure 
an even temperature ofjabout 120 degree’s 
Fall. TI os separates the fat from the tis­ 
sue or scarp, when it is drawn off in to sn­ 
ottier set of kettles ami heated to about 
ISO itegrei*s Fall., for the purpose of dri- 
\ mg off all the readily volatile compouuils 
that may be present. This process is can­ 
cel refining ami the fat ooim*sont of these 
kettK*s beauti.ally clear and pure. It is 
then drawn off into tanks ami left to statal 
until it cools to a1 lout ‘JO degrees Fall., 
when it has reached a semi-liquid state. 
Tho fat is Bien folded into squares of 
compact duck anil subjected to a pressure 
of 250 or 280 tons. This forces the oleine 
through tho canvas 
while the stearine 
rom ai us behind. The oleine is put WiUi 
ere im or rn ire commonly with milk and 
aud about its own w*eight t>f blitter aud 
churned, After tieing 
token from the 
chums salt and coloring matter is work­ 
ed into it and it is ready for the market. 
I f made from good fat and with care there 
can lie nothing unwholesome about it, 
ami although it is not os desirable as good 
butter, may lie far preferable to the 
wretched articles put into tile market for 
cheap butter. Due firm in Boston made 
during March, 390,505 pounds. It is very 
likely that large quantities arc mi veil 
w’ith real butter aud sold.—J. ll. Pills- 
hnry.

N ew Y ork, May 30.—The old Thomas 
Paine monument at New Rochelle, West­ 
chester county, which was originally ded­ 
icated on November 12,1839, but which 
since that year has gradually become the 
prey of relic-huntors, having been recut 
aud somewhat remodeled, was this af­ 
ternoon rededicated in the presence of a 
large assemblage of 
spectators. The 
monument, 
which 
is 
of 
white 
marble, stands iii an inclosure aliout 
twolvoafoet sipiaro by the roadside oil tho 
farm which was presented to Paine by 
the Legislature, aud ou which he spent a 
number of tho last years of his life. The 
farm is on what is known aa the White 
Plains road, leading from New Rochelle 
to that village. 
The monument itself is about twelve 
feet in height, composed of four blocks 
of marble. On its four sides are cut in­ 
scriptions, aud the whole is surmounted 
by an ornamented 
pieco of marblo 
which on this occassion was ornamented 
with a Horal star and two small United 
States 
flags. The monument stands 
alxiut twenty foet from the spot where 
Paine is buried in the adjoining field. 
On the front, or side facing the west, the 
folloxringinscription is cut: “The world 
is my country; to do good my religion,” 
Paine’s motto. “Thomas Paine, author 
of ‘Common Sense.* ” 
“The Palaces of 
Kings are built upon the ruins of the 
bo vc re of Paradise,—‘Common Sense.’ ”

His i»oor farming tools an' “good 
enough for him,” though on every 
hand° he witnesses the rapidity and 
thoroughness of the work dont* by im­ 
proved*machinery in the hands of truly’ 
economical 
farmers—economical be­ 
cause they choose methods by* which 
they can do their work most quickly 
and, at the same time, most efficiently’.

“economic” fanner wishes to 
make money’, so he 
sells off entire 
those crops which, returned in part to 
his soil iii Hie shape of manure, would 
make Ids land much more productive, 
.forgetting that the soil needs a certain 
amount of food in order to produce. 
He disposes of his best calves and colts, 
because “being nicer they will bring a 
better price,” and he retains the poor 
offcasts 
for 
breeders—a 
sure step 
toward ignoniinous failure in stock­ 
keeping.

Care of Horses’ Legs and Feet. 


It is a well-known fact that horses 
will work and remain sound for many 
years with legs apparently much out of 
order. Enlargements take place from 
blows, where the parts become lined 
with a thick coat of lymph; and some­ 
times tho body of Hic bone itself is 
found thickcued from a deposition of 
bony lamina over the original bone. 
When all this has been in progress, we 
question the propriety of any active 
measures, unless, as is generally* the 
case, a feeling of soreness is exhibited 
after work by a shifting or favoring of 
Uke limb in the stall, or by a “ feeling” 
manner of going on first being taken 
out of the stable. 
When the legs are 
really* callous little impression can be 
made upon them, unless by active 
measures; but rest and proper attention 
are the best preservatives of these most 
essential members of the horse' frame, 
with the friendly auxiliaries of hot 
water, flannel bandages and freedom in 
a box-stall after severe work, and good 
shoeing at all times. 
Provided no in­ 
ternal disease attacks the feet, theyr will 
not ouly be as sound and healthy*, but 
in better form from having l>cen prop­ 
erly shod than if they had not been shod 
at all. 
Some hoofs, however, having a 
greater disposition to secrete horn 
tnan others, and thus called strong feet, 
should never remain more than three 
weeks without being subjected to tin' 
drawing knife of the blacksmith, and 
the shoes properly replaced. 
Neither 
should stopping with damp tow be 
omitted; as moisture, not wet, is bene­ 
ficial to the health of the foot. 
Do 
what we may, however, horses that are 
required for work oil hard mads, or to 
‘•go Uke pace,” will always be more or 
less subject to diseased feet, quite un- 
c o n n o te d w ith .hoeing.

If 
we follow a well-formed horse, with the 
free use of his limbs, on a road upon 
which his footsteps arc imprinted, we 
shall find the hinder foot oversteps the 
fore foot in the walk, but falls behind it 
in the slow trot. 
Exclusive of relief to 
the muscles by change of action, then, 
it is safer to vary the pace from a walk 
!to a slow trot on a journey, as causing 
less fatigue to the hock joint, by which 
curbs and spavins are freqcntly thrown 
o u t Add to this, tho slow trot Is the 
safest pace a horse goes, because his 
Step is sho rtest—Prairie Farmer. 


Kindness to Animals* 


Not only are the Japanese exception­ 
ally kind to their children, but they are 
gentle in their treatment of birds and 
animals. My attention was called to 
the very important service performed 
bf the crows and a kind of hawk which 
act as scavengers. 
We are so accus­ 
tomed at home to find these birds espe­ 
cially wild and wary, that it is a some­ 
what startling sight to see them perch­ 
ing on the buildings in a crowded city 
like Tokio, and swooping down in front 
of you in quest of food which might oth­ 
erwise decay and vitiate the atmos­ 
phere. The destructiveness and bru­ 
tality, generally speaking, of the chil­ 
dren of Christian nations lead to tho 
stoning of dogs, cats and birds of all 
kinds. In Japan such a thing is un­ 
known, and a stone thrown at a dog (I 
speak from experience) is generally an­ 
swered bv an inquiring look, hens hop 
out of the way, and even cats do not 
take the hint! 'Then again, the crows 
and hawks arc never molested, and the 
result is that all carrion and other stuff 
left in the streets arc pounced upon and 
carried off immediately.

Our richest 
men began with mere nothing but their 
brains anil hands, and with little edu­ 
cation. 
Chester W. Chapin, one of the 
richest men in Massachusetts, when 
he was twenty-one years old let himself 
out to work twelve to fourteen hours a 
day for $12 a month, farming and team­ 
ing from the armory to tho boats on 
tho Connecticut River; but he laid his 
money up. 
Now you would insult a 
yount^ stripling of eighteen years to 
offer nim such wages. 
He was tho Tax 
Collector in 1822 for the town of Spring­ 
field. 
His fees were $80 for collecting 
$8,000—the whole taxes for that town. 
He pays more taxes now than the whole 
town did then. 
It cost more time and 
travel to collect them then than now. 
The people were so scattering and they 
I wore so afraid of a Tax Collector, ho 
I said, some would run and hide upstairs 
I or down cellar when they saw him 
i coming, and in some 
instances he 
I hunted them up in their hiding-places 
after their family said they “ wasn’t 
there!11 
After finding the delinquent 
he would get a part of the tax money 
and go again for the rest or pay it him­ 
self. 
Ho has paid in this way hundreds 
of dollars, finaing it easier to carn the 
money than to collect i t 
Money was 
scarce and worth something then. 
I 
recollect in 1825 or 
in our town 
meeting, the proposition was to raise 
for the coming year $14,000 for tho 
town of Springfield, Oliver B. Morris 
arose and objected by saying: “ W hat 
arc we coming to? It is astonishing 
that pride and ambition, or fashion 
should demand such a tax.11 
But they 
overruled the old man, and he lived to 
see pride, fashion and ambition riso 
muck. burlier. A .rrc-at change surely 
The fashion in those days i recollect 
W hen my mother was going to get a 
new dress, or gown, as it was called 
then, the woman that was engaged to 
come to the hoiise to cut and make it 
told her she was so tall and large she 
must get six yards for it. 
Five yards 
was a common pattern, and fifty cents 
for cutting ana making and a dinner 
found. 
\Vnat a change from that day 
to this! The cloth cost $1 and the 
making fifty cents, and the dress was 
worn to meeting. 
The fashion and pay 
of the preachers has changed. 
Th 
first Methodist preacher in our town got 
$100 for one year’s salary, and if he had 
a present of a pair of socks he must re 
port it. 
The second preacher had I 
wife, and got $150. The third preacher 
had a wife and three children, and $35 
was added for each child. 
Bishop Red­ 
ding in our time got less than $75 a 
year. 
Also Priest Clough and Lorenzo 
Dow leas than either.

odist preachers worked for a living and 
for God, instead of a reputation and a 
salary.

t ho old loom, all workiu 
music profitable 
fashion of those days was to have a 
good, healthy family of from eight to 
ten children, all learnt to work for a 
living. 
W hat a change! Instead of a 
good, healthy family now, all up in Hie 
morning early to work, we see from one 
to three little pimping children, with a 
sickly mother, not able to take care of 
two as easily as our mothers would ten, 
fifty years ago, without a hired girL 
Tho children now must he in fashion— 
be in bed until eight or nine in the 
morning, no appetite, little vitality. 
They play on some kind of instrument, 
and go to school to he crowded with 
more kinds of lessons than our old 
school teachers ever knew. 
But this is 
the fashion and pretended improvement 
of the age. 
Perhaps this generation 
does not look at these things as I do. 
but I think that health, economy and 
morality are not improved by getting 
high wages or a fashionable education. 
This generation will spend what its 
fathers have earned. 
Generally it is 
watching the pulse of the man who has 
property, longing for the time to come 
when it will come in possession of what 
it has not earned. 
It is a known fact 
that the rising generation are spend­ 
thrifts. 
Another great change is in the mode 
of traveling. 
Fifty years ago we had to 
go through the country by stages, at 
the fast speed of seven miles an hour. 
This was much faster than the common 
fanners traveled. 
It was considered a 
freat treat to take the stage at old 
cremy W arriner’s tavern—start at four 
o’clock in the morning and get to Bos­ 
ton at nine in the evening, if the going 
was good. 
When tho fare was reduced 
to five dollars, two of us worked two 
weeks to get money enough to pay our 
fare to Boston, eighty-eight miles. The 
young men in these days carn enough 
in ope day to pay their fare, and go in 


Soot is a despised thing, at which 
everyone lifts up his or her hands 
in 
horror. 
Vet it is one of our sort 
most valuable fertilizers, and for Ijoo.it- 
iag insects it stands very high. The soot 
from soft coal is the best, aud ail}’ one 
who wastes it wastes wealth; for we 
need every ounce iu the gardens and 
!i«dds of the country. 
This is no whim 
or theory; its uses ani well known to 
every pract ieal gardener. 
Our cabbago- 
fields and gardens are all visited with 
the common whitish-yellow butterflies 
each year, yet this insect is easily driven 
to seek its food in some other place if 
soot is sprinkled over tho plants on 
mornings, or udicn they are wet. 
Tho 
writer had once charge of a garden 
whore it had been unfortunate in the 
production of any of tho cabbage family, 
from cauliflowers to Brussel sprouts. 
Soot solved the problem. 
The opera­ 
tions were to first scatter a thin coat of 
soot on the soil, where the seed had to 
be sow n. 
This was worked in so as not 
to touch the seed, either with a rake or 
fork, for it is fatal to seed if touched 
W'hen germinating, but after the roots 
begin to spread they like it. 
The wire 
worm that makes all the cabbage tribe 
form a club-shapc at the bottom of the 
stem and stops them from forming 
proper roots rarely ever does this mis­ 
chief. 
Our professors have been try­ 
ing to make “ clubroot” iii the cabbage 
trine a disease, but if soot is used as de­ 
scribed the discase is seldom or never 
seen. 
After cabbage plants of any kind 
are raised and really to plant out for 
heading, if their roots and stems, right 
up to the leaves, are dipped in a paint 
made of soot, soil, and water just thick 
enough to stick to them, few ground 
insects w ill attack them. 
Land where 
carrots, turnips, or onions have to bo 
sown is always benefited if a good dress­ 
ing of soot is applied. 
The turnin crop 
is an important one in England, and 
were it not for a free use of soot it 
could not be grown, nor could wheat; 
and it is a common tiling to sec a train 
of soot leaving the large towns for the 
market gardening and farming districts. 
Hero is a new' source of employment 
for American citizens, and if it were 
collected as in England it would sell. 
lf rose-bushes were dressed about the 
first week in May with 
soot, when 
they an' moist, we should not see those 
bad-looking roses or bushes that we so 
often see now, that look, in fact, as if 
they had been burned when the little 
caterpillar has feasted on them a few 
days. 
The caterpillar that goes by tho 
name of roller-lly. because it rolls itself 
up iii the leaves of roses and other things 
and eats into the buds of roses, whei^ 
feasting is driven away by soot sprinkled 
over the bushes freely about the latter 
end of April or beginning of May, as it 
is about that time that tile eggs begin 
to hatch that have been laid on the 
bushes, and it is well to repeat tho dose 
about a week before the roses arc likely 
Bi o|H!n. 
Tho soot will g* ncri»Ily bo 
pretty well off before the roses are lit 
to gather, and ladies will not be an­ 
noyed by finding a big, ugly grub inside 
their handsome dowers; Die smell of 
the soot is soon gone, when it is ex­ 
posed to tho atmosphere, as its smell Is 
chiefly ammonia, which is very volatile. 
Soot increases the color of the leaves 
and flowers of most plants, aud gives a 
vigorous growth 
A gentleman al inaianapolis. who 
was advised to use soot to drive insects 
from his olaiits, reports that his w ife 
thought that he hail killed her pets, and 
after a few' days he thought the plants 
grew so fast that the insects could not 
catch them, and now he gets a barrel 
«if soot from a round-house to use on 
his garden, every week. 
The pretty, yellow-stripped bug that 
attacks our squashes and cucumbers 
lets no affinity 
for soot or ashes, 
and soon leaves for other places, where 
it 
don't get such seasoning at its 
meals. 
Apply soot whenever the leaves of 
plants are moist, and four or five dress­ 
ings in a year arc not too much. 
Soot 
ami dour of sulphur in equal parts 
mixed in thin 
flour paste 
make 
a 
paint for all kinds of trees that does not 
injure them, but makes them grow as 
it washes off, and will keep insects and 
rabbits, mice, or other vermin from 
them if applied to the stems three or 
four times a year; and mildew will 
seldom be seen when this mixture is

Startling Scene In a Menagerie. 


A lion-tamer, ft colored man named 
Alieamousa, came very 
near being 
torn to pieces by au infuriated lion dur­ 
ing a performance in a menagerie at 
Birmingham, England, a short time 
ago. 
The animal is a vicious one, and 
a few days previously had shockingly 
mangled one of tho attendants, whom 
Alieamousa rescued. 
The lion after­ 
wards showed s3Tmptoms of resentment 
at the severe punishment the tam er 
was obliged to inflict upon him at that 
time ami several times afterward. 
One 
Saturday afternoon there was a great 
attendance, and tho lion-tamer gave 
two performances. 
The first was con­ 
cluded in safety, but as Alieamousa 
made his second entry into the den, 
the large lion sprang at him and had to 
bo beaten back. 
While preceding 
across the cage, the lion-tamer unfor­ 
tunately lifted his eyes from those of 
the lion, which was upon him immedi­ 
ately, amid the shrieks of the immense 
crowd of spectators. 
Alieamousa was 
clawed on both sides of the face, struck 
to the ground, and bitten in the arm. 
Tho red hot irons were at once thrust 
atw een the bars, aud the man wrig­ 
gled like an eel from beneath the lion, 
the blood streaming down his face and 
shoulders. 
Ho discharged his revolver 
three times in the lion’s mouth, and, 
gaining his 
feet, placed 
his back 
(gainst the side of the cage and at­ 
tacked the animal with Tiis loaded 
whip, hitting it repeatedly between the 
oyes until it was almost stunned. 
The 
encounter had 
been 
watched with 
ireathless anxiety, but as the lion- 
tam er left the den the crowd gave vent 
jo their excited feelings 
by enthu­ 
siastically cheering him. 
He was na! 
seriously injured.

s *en Forrest dance tho Essence of old Vir- 
ginny- 
“ Tie’s immcnce in that,’ sod the young 
man. Tie also does a fair champion jig,’ 
tim young man continued but this big 
thing is Hie Essence of old Virginny. 
‘Sez I: 
“Fair youth, do you know what I'd do 
with you if you was my sun: 
“ ’No,’ sez he. 
“ ’Wall,, sez I, I ’d appmt your funeral 
to morrow ortemoon and the korps should 
lie ready! You’re too smart to live on 
this earth.” 
The old man claimed himself to be tile 
hero of this story. Brown, however, 
wanted the credit of correcting tho spel­ 
ling and of dressing the stories up iii 
good literary style. Pleased with the 
name, attached it to several of his comic 
productions, aud finding that it took 
with the public, adopted “A. Ward” as 
his own.—Scribner for Mtiy.
